The  Congressman  praised  the  v/ork  of  FHA  for  the  op- 
portunity it  has  afforded  farmers  to  lielp  thomselves. 
■'It  lias  provedt,”  lie  stated,  "that  farmers  are  the  best 
financial  risk  in  the  world,." 

"Before  the  Fartners  Hone  Administration  was  estab- 
lished in  19)46,"  he  said,  "farmers  viere  disgusted  and 
the  entirSigiiiLam  pro.gram’.  was  endangered  because  of  the 
'give  away'  policy.  Our  FHA  National  Administrator, 
Dillard  B,  Lasseter,  has  changed  the  emphasis  to  aid- 
ing individuals  to  contribute  to  the  Government." 

Poage  told  the  farmers,  "People  who  work  for  their 
oiwi  homes  as  you  have  are  stronger  people  and  better 
citizens  th^  those  vdio  have  had  evenj'^bhing  given  to 
them . "

Citing  Tnina  as  an  exaimple  the  speaker  said  tenant 
farmers  set  out  wheat  plants  one  by  one  which  is  20  to 
100  times  more  than  the  human  labor  expended  here. 
Ijandlords  do  nothing  more  than  supply  the  land  at  60 
to  80^0  rental. 

"Therefore,  it  is  no  wonder  that  many  of  its  citi- 
zens have  accepted  the  promises  of  Communism— even 
though  they  are  false  and  kill  incentive." 

Our  lawmalcer  stated  the  fact  that  uiider  our  s^/stem 
of  privc-te  oirnersliig)  and  under  the  greatest  industrial 
center  in  the  world— one  famer  in  the  United  States 
is  able  to  feed  and  clothe  7 people  not  on  the  farm. 

In  India  one  eiitire  family  woi'kirig  on  the  farm  can 
feed  and  cl^othe  only  ly  other  persons.  In  Yugoslavia, 
where  Communism  has  been  present  for  6 years,  one  farm 
family  can  nrovide  for  only  Ip  other  people." 

"Ne  havb  only  three  countries  since  Viorld  '.'far  II, 
where  the  food  increase  is  greater  than  the  population 
increase,"  sai.d  Poage.  "They  arc  the  United  States, 
Gana.da  and  Australia.  If  the  food  cannot  increase  as 
fast,  the  people  will  naturally  starve." 

"If  Europe  and  Asi.a  exist'  the3/'  must  produce  more 
food  or  perish  and  they  vn.ll  not  perish  vrithout  a 
struggle,"  he  said.  "There  is  no  .law  of  morality 
vfhich  vjd.llpi4ceep  starvihg  people  from  tr^/ing  to  take 
other  people ' s food  and  omr  fut'ore  largely  depends  up- 
on w'hether  food  is  sunficient,  " 

Poage  said,  "Our  foreign  policjr  of  aid  to  other 
countries  has  been  attacked^  'out  're  must  think  it 
through,  '.'fe've  liad  too  little  of  principal  applied  to 
enable  those  coiontrics  wo  are  aiding  to  take  care  of 
themselves.  The  character  of  the  people  and  the  sound 
administration  of  FHA  principals  has  made  our  program 
a success."

"No  industrial  profits  can  be  had  vrithout  the  success  ' 
of  the  farmers,"  he  stressed.  "National  farm,  income  has 
come  dcT.-m  in  the  past  3 years . We  reached  an  all  time 
high  in  19h7.  It's  true  prices  are  higher  but  the  farm- 
er is  not  the  villain  of  rising  prices  ^.iien  he  is 
getting  no  more.  For  every  product  he  is  no  .'  selling 
there  has  bee  some  period  in  tljo  past  vdien  the  price  Yras 
higher,  according  to  our  agricultural  statistics." 

"Thc^re  is  too  much  difference  in  the  profits  receiv- 
ed by  the  farmer  and  those  bg-  the  non  fan.ier  vdio  handle 
the  same  article.  It  is  the  democratic  nay  to  nork  for 
. a reasonable  profit,"  said  Poage,  "and  this  nay  has 
proved  successful  in  the  past.

YOU  GAN  SURVIVE 

Al'l  ATOMIC  ATTACK 

At  Hiroshima  and  Naga- 
saki, slightly  over  one- 
half  of  all  death  and  in- 
juries from  the  A-Bomb 
vrere  caused  by  blast,  or 
explosive  radioactivity, 
states  the  National  Secur- 
ity Resources  Board  of 
the  Civil  Defense,  '.lash- 
ington,  D.  C, 

Nearly  one-third  of 
the  casualties  were  from 
the  heat  fl.ash,  resulting 
from  extremely  povferful 
invisible  burst  of  rays 
and  particles  thro^''rn  off 
at  the  time  of  the  ex- 
plosion of  the  bomb  (dis- 
cussed in  the  October 
issue  of  the  USDA  Club 
News ) , 

If  an  atomic  bomb 
goes  off  in  the  air  imltii- 
in  2/3  of  a mile  or 
slightly  more  of  your 
home,  it  is  possible  that 
■ artificial  or  induced 
radioactivity  could  be 
set  up  in  gold,  silver, 
and  many  otlier  objects. 
Henvever,  no  great 
danger  is  offered. 

Naturally,  the  radio- 
activity can  go  right 
through  Canned  and 
bottled  foods.  This 
will  not  make  them  dang- 
erous or  cause  them  to 
spoil.  Go  ahead  and 
use  them  provided  the 
containers  are  not 
broken  open. 

Radioactivity  alone 
caused  only  about  l3% 
of  all  deaths  and  in- 
juries at  Hiroshima 
and  Nagasaki,  but  not 
one  of  them  was  caused 
by  the  lingering  kind. 

The  explosive  kirM  and

should  be  distinguished. . 

Radiation  Sickness 

Should  you  bo  caught 
upstairs  or  in  the  open  ■ 
at  the  time  of  a bomb- 
ing,  you  might  soak  up 
a serious  dose  of  ex- 
plosive radioactivity. 

The  s3rmpta:is  proba- 
bly Yjouldn't  sho\w  for  a 
couple  of  hours.  Then 
you  vrould  most  likely 
get  sick  at  your  stom- 
ach and  begin  to  vomit. 

For  a few  days  you 
might  continue  to  .feel 
below  par  and  about  2 
weeks  later  most  of 
your  hair  might  fall 
out.  By  that  time  you 
would  be  good  and  sick. 
But  in  spite  of  this, 
you  would  stand  an  even 
chance  of  recovering  in- 
cluding having  your  hair 
grovT  again. 

To  sum  up  remember 
that  blast  and  heat  are 
the  two  grea-test  dangers 
you  face.  The  things 
you  know  to  do  to  pro- 
tect 2^0 ur self  .from  these 
dangers  may  prove  of  un- 
os  timablo  value  to  2.^tu 
later.
